Finally, after many years of 
yearning, | have fulfilled an old 
ambition. It has been a desire of 
mine for years to join the ranks 
of this oldest of occupations. 
But time, until now, has not 
allowed me to indulge.

In the various 
palaces and gracious homes of 
Europe, hand-hooked rugs 
hundreds of years old canstill be 
admired. Many of these works of 
arts - depicting pictorially the 
activities of their day are in as- 
new condition. Others show 
signs of wear. In most the colors 
remain brilliant, the fibres 
unbroken and _ their appeal 
universal throughout the 
centuries. 

People come from far and wide 
to view the marvelous tapistries 
dating back beyond the 17th 
century 
The celebrated Apocalypse, 
Aubusson and Gobelins 
tapestries are still magnificent in 
their color and detail. That any 
fibre can endure the centuries as 
these have done is truly a marvel 
to the modern mind. Certainly 
obsolescence was not a 
consideration when these works 
were created. 

The art of the hand-hooked rug 
does, however, live on. A few, 
albeit decicated groups of 
weavers and hookers have 
preserved the technique of 
creating works of art froma drab

Indians want ‘constitutional dues’ 


During October, chiefs from 
the Association of Iroquois and 
Allied Indians (AIAl) have been 
travelling to Ottawa on a 
rotating basis to lobby with 
federal ministers to block 
patriation of the constitution, 
Gordon Peters, AIAI president, 
reports. 


The decision to travel to 
Ottawa was reached when 
delegates to the AIAI General 
Assembly, held recently at the 
Tyendinaga Reserve were 
informed that the Federal 
Government could take the 
resolution to amend the 
Canadian constitution to the 
British Parliament within the 
next month. 


‘The recent Supreme Court 
ruling giving Prime Minister 
Trudeau the legal right to 
patriate the constitution 
unilaterally could wipe out 
Status Indians in Canada in two 
years, Mr. Peters told the 
delegation. 


AIAI position on the Canada 
Act reference is that the 
determination of Indian and 
aboriginal rights cannot be the 
result of Federal/Provincial 
negotiations. ‘It is quite clear 
that there are only two parties 
who can resolve aboriginal 
rights, Canada’s first citizens and 
the government of Canada. It is 
the constitutional responsibility 
to enshrine and protect these 
rights,’ Peters said. 


While the proposed Charter 
of Rights pays lip service to 
aboriginal rights, the proposed 
process of implementation 
contemplates that the provinces 


will negotiate the extent of that 
protection while the Indian 
people will only be allowed to sit 
on the side lines and watch. 
‘This,’ he said,, ‘is a process that 
has always lead to disaster.’ 


The Supreme Court has 
created the very distinction 
between constitutional legality 
and constitutional morality that 
it needs to replace the provinces 
at the bargaining table. 


‘The argument goes back to 
confederation,’ said Mr. Peters, 
‘The constitutional respon- 
sibility for aboriginal rights was 
assigned to the federal 
government because nobody 
trusted the provinces to respect 
them. This was flatly stated by Sir 
John A. MacDonald in the 
House of Commons.’ 


Mr. Peters said that AIAI is not 
looking for participation in 
constitutional amendments 
merely as beneficiaries to atrust, 
but as representatives of anation 
that was a vital and necessary 
participant in the establishment 
of this country.

‘We only want our constitut- 
ional dues,’ said Mr. Peters, ‘and 
if we don’t get it this time 
around, we regard our rights as 
being in great peril. If 
constitutional morality means 
anything, it means that this 
should not happen and we will 
do everything in our power to 
ensure that it does not happen.’ 


‘Clearly the time has come for 
the federal government to 
recognize that it cannot trade off 
any of our rights unless and until 
we participate and consent. This 
has been our right since the 
seminal Canadian constitutional 
documents, the Royal Proclam- 
ation of 1763, which, as the 
courts have recognized, has 
never been repealed.’

Once again this year | have 
had the pleasure of participating 
n the owl banding program at 
Prince Edward Point. The saw- 
het owl, featured in the Oct. 7 
issue of the Scanner, arrives at 
Prince Edward Point in alarming 


numbers, and the banding 
program serves to gain insight 
into the migratory route and 
habits of these tiny owls. 


The owls are caught in a series 
of mist nets, strategically placed 
at several locations at the Point, 
and banding crews work 
throughout the entire night 
gathering up the owls and taking 
them back to the old lighthouse 
which has been renovated into a 
headquarters for activities 
carried out there. 


One of the first things anyone 
learns when taking part in the 
program for the first time is the 
proper method used in handling 
the owls. By this | am not 
suggesting these small raptors 
are vulnerable to injury from 
improper handling; on the 
contrary, after one or two owls 
have been removed from the net 
it becomes apparent that the 
little gaffers are quite capable of 
looking out for themselves. 


Most newcomers are 
somewhat apprehensive about 
getting their fingers near the 
hooked beak of the saw-whet 
owl, While their beaks can 
render a nasty pinch, the minor 
discomfort experienced usually 
can be ignored when working 
with them. 


Actuallt the part of their body 
to be on the watch for are the 
needle-like talons which always 
seem poised in an open position, 
ready tolatch onto the first thing 
to come within reach. To 
immobilize the owl one simply 
slips the legs of the owl between 
the index and the second fingers 
of whatever hand one wishes to 
use.....and then hang on tightly! 


It takes only a moment's 
relaxation of the fingers for the 
owl to slip his leg out and clamp 
his talons around the finger. The 
feeling is akin to 5,000 sharp 
needles trying to pierce the skin 
at once, and usually only a 
second person carefully prying 
the toes up individually can 
release the owl's firm grip 


Ever since | started taking part 
in the banding program at the 
Point | have had this urge to 
capture something in the net 
other than a saw-whet owl 
Long-eared owls and screech 
owls have been netted and 
subsequently banded, but | have 
been looking for larger 
quarry....like a great horned ow! 


We came very close to doing 
just that two weeks ago. We 
were checking one of the nets 
when | heard the deep-throated 
hoot of a great horned owl 
Shining my light in the direction 
of the sound | was surprised to 
see a pair of great horned owls 
heading straight for us. At the 
last moment, one of the owls 
veered off to one side, the other 
passing only a few feet above the 
net. 


It was then | suddenly realized 
that if we had managed to catch 
the owl in the net, what were we 
going to do with it? Certainly 
approaching and handling a 
great horned owl, ignominiously 
interupted in flight by a net, 
would require great finesse 


It is something like a 
suggestion | once heard for 
catching a porcupine. You 


take an inverted wash tub and 
follow the critter around, and 
when you see your chance, you 
plop the wash tub over the 
porcupine. The wash tub gives 
you something to sit on while 
you figure out your next move!

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Cozy wood stoves can be killers

The resurgence of the wood 
stove as 2 primary source of heat

In a 
further effort to save money, 
many stoves and chimneys and 
fireplaces are being installed by 
the ‘home handyman’, says the 
inspector. ‘It can save you a 
fortuen,’ adding that it could be 
at the expense of losing your 
home

appliance. Actually he is not - in 
fact he has a wood stove himself 
But the current trend to wood- 
burning, especially by those who 
never before have experienced 
a wood fire has resulted in a 
number of horror stories.

their stove by controlling the fire 
to the commercially advertised 
seven Or eight hour burn. If a 
slow fireis held overnight, the 
creosote accumulated during 
the night can be ‘burned out’ by 
maintaining a hot fire for 15 
minutes Of so. 


There are on the market a 
number of so-called chimney 
cleaning mixtures that ‘destroy 
creosote and soot’. The Bay of 
Quinte Agricultural Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company says that 
tests carried out on four brands 
of these products disclosed thaty 
they did not produce ay 
substantial improvement. *~ 


‘If your wood stove is working 
properly you don’t need them; if 
you need them, they likely won’t 
do any good, but if you think 
they do, use them,’ concluded 
Mr. Sutherland. 


Another problem he stressed, 
is the conversion of convention- 
al fireplaces into wood heating 
devices. Of all woodburning 
appliances, the fireplace is the 
least efficient, only 10% to 15%, 
says Mr. Sutherland, most of the 
heat escaping up the chimney. 
The creation of the fireplace 
insert has been a nightmare. 


‘While the insert makes the 
fireplace 50% efficient, the fire is 
burning three to four times 
hotter, it is running steady and 
fireplaces were never built to 
take that kind of heat build-up. 
Inserts are causing fires in 
fireplaces that have not met 
safety standards.” 


‘If you want a fireplace insert, 
the only safe way to go aboutitis 
to get the insert, then build one 
heck of a good fireplace around 
it, but don’t use the old 
fireplace.” 


Last winter the Bay of Quinte 
Agricultural Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company paid 
$100,000 in 11 claims caused by 
wood heat. Three of these were 
total home losses. One township 
tire department in their area was 
called out 14 times to wood heat 
oriented fires. 


‘We must re-learn the habits 
for safe wood burning. The new 
air-tight stove can present an 
added dimension to wood heat, 
both in performance and as a 
potential hazard. In many 
instances people, who have 
burned wood for years, have

changed to an air-tight stove. 
They have taken its cleaner burn 
principal for granted and ended 
up with a disaster, says the fire 
insurance company. ‘We are not 
trying to downgrade the 
advantages of heating with 
wood. In order to overcome the 
danger involved we must learn 
to minimize the hazards or face 
the consequences.’

A group of constellations that, in 


Greek mythology, is called the Royal 
Family, lies high overhead in the 
€vening sky just now. They are 
Cepheus and Cassiopeia, King and 
Queen of Ethiopia, their daughter 
Andromeda and her husband, the 
hero Perseus. The winged horse 
Pegasus and sea monster Cetus are 
involved in the story that links the 
Royal Four. One version goes 
something like this: 


Cassiopeia, a queen of matchless 
beauty, was so vain and silly that she 
drove everyone to distraction. When 
she boasted that she was more 
beautiful than the sea nymphs, they 
complained of the insult to Neptune, 
God of the Sea, who decreed that 
unless Cepheus sacrifice 
Andromeda to Cetus, the whole of 
Ethiopia would be deluged by the 
Sea. To save his subjects, the broken 
hearted Cepheus was forced to chain 
his daughter to the seashore to await 
her fate at the hands of the sea 
monster. 


But luck was with Andromeda for just 
as Cetus was nearing the terrified 
princess, Perseus happened by on 
his way home from killing Medusa 
the terrible Gorgon monster with hair 
of snakes who was so incredibly ugly 
t.at anyone who looked at her was 


turned to stone. Riding through the air 


on his winged steed Pegasus, and 
brandishing the severed head of 
Medusa, Perseus warned 
Andromeda to cover her eyes and

Cluster which, in binoculars, appears 
@s two overlapping swarms of stars, 
each about as large as the disk of the 
moon. Use binoculars to find the 
great galaxy in Andromeda. The light 
from this neighbouring galaxy took 
millions of years to reach us. 


Hold the map overhead, turned so the 
direction you face is toward the 
horizon. 
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PLANETS: With the exception of 
Venus — brilliant now and low in the 
wes! at sunset, all the bright planets 
are displayed in the early morning 
sky. Mercury, usually very low and 
hard to locate is favourably placed at 
the beginning of the month Close to 
Jupiter and Saturn and Virgo's 
brightest star Spica Mars, rising just 
after midnight and high in the south at 
Sunrise, is Moving eastward now 
toward the constellation Virgo.

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FLUORIDE PROGRAM 


The Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties Health Unit 
dental service reports that 


fluoride rinsing programs will 
now be operative in all 
elementary schools in Hastings 
and Prince Edward Counties.

OFA PRESIDENT CLAIMS BUDGET DISASTROUS 


The end of the family farm 


‘The federal government's 
budget smacks of short-sighted 
decision making,’ Ralph Barrie, 
President of the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture (OFA) 
says. 


‘At first glance, the budget 
looks alluring, but the longer 
you peer atit, the less attractive it 
seems.” 


Barrie said the $50 million in 
low-interest money for the Farm 
Credit Corporation is “a drop in 
the bucket’. ‘If 250 farmers apply 
for the full loans they’re eligible 
for — $200,000 — that money will 
be used up in no time.’ 


One of the worst things about 
the budget, Barrie said, is that it 
doesn’t address long-term 
refinancing. ‘There is no money 
available to make it possible for 
farmers to hand farms over to 
their sons and daughters. It’s 
irresponsible. The government 
has signed the death sentence of

jeopardy,’ Barrie said. 


The budget announced that 
Small Business Development 
Bonds would be available to 
unincorporated farms. ‘The OFA 
has been lobbying for this for 
quite a while, and it could be a 
feather in our cap. But I’m 
worried because it’s tied to the 
floating bank rate.” 


Barrie said he fears that 
interest rates will slide up again 
and since the bonds are for a 
five-year term, this would ‘lock 
farmers into a dangerous 
position.’ 


‘What really riles me,’ Barrie 
said, ‘is that farmers, 
homeowners, and small 
businessmen anxiously awaited 
some substantial help. All we got 
was a few crumbs from the 
federal government, the very 
same government that deliber- 
ately put us in this situation 
through its monetary policy.’

One would naturally think 
with the advent of modern radio 
and television, theatres, 
computers and computer games 
and a miscellany of other 
electronic gadgets, that the role 
of books in this decade would be 
on the downswing. Such is not 
the case, however. Newspapers 
and magazines are enjoying 
unprecedented circulation, far 
in excess of pre-television times, 
despits increasing subscription 
prices. 


An editorial in the Mount 
Forest Confederate says it was 
the invention of the printing 
press which released mankind 
from the long darkness of the 
Middle Ages. Printed pages told 
of vast, interesting worlds 
beyond the confines of the 
country village and the poverty 
ridden city of those times. At last 
the human mind was afforded a 
chance to accept new ideas and 
the dreary stagnation of the dark 
ages had begun to lift. 


‘One might logically expect,’ 
comments the editorial, ‘that 
patronage of public libraries 
would have been in a sharp 
decline for the past couple of 
decades, but the fact is that 
libraries are enthusiastically 
meeting new and even larger 
demands, not only from adults 
whose interests cannot be 
fulfilled by a TV diet - but by an 
increasing number of young 
readers.” 


This opinion is also shared by 
Gloria Greenfield, librarian at 
the Deseronto Public Library 


who says the library has been. 


experiencing a boom in the last 
three years. One hundred new 
members signed up this year for 
membership, bringing the total 
to 1,527 members. 


Approximately 10,000 books 
are available to the public at the 
library in Deseronto with about 
one thousand of these in 
circulation over the past 12 
months. 


The Deseronto library goes 
back to 1885 and over the past 
years many improvements have 
been made to the present 
facilities, including a refinished 
reading room, new furniture, 
display cases, the changing of

The first meeting of the 
Deseronto Public Library was 
held April 10, 1896. Previous to 
this a library sponsored by the 
Mechanics Institute, had been 
established in 1885 with A.P. 
Brown as the first librarian. 
Among other librarians during 
the early years were Helen 
Cronk, Flossie Hall and Mary 
Mitchell. In 1931 the library, 
then located over the old Town 
Hall, was damaged by fire, and 
moved to its present location on 
Main Street in the building 
formerly occupied by the 
printing office of the Deseronto 
Tribune. 


Due to lack of funds, the 
library almost closed in 1933, but 
through the untiring efforts of 
two librarians, Mrs. T.L. 
McCullough and Mrs. LE. 
Tunnicliffe it remained open. 


‘Their combined 45 years of 
service helped make the library 
what it is today,’ stresses Gloria 
Greenfield. 


The library continues to be 
one of the few remaining free 
libraries in existence, a 
distinction it has had since 1949 
when it was re-instated as such 
due to much larger municipal 
and government grants.

‘We have always felt that 
everyone should have free 
access to reference books,’ 
emphasizes Gloria. 


While the majority of library 
users are from Deseronto, 
Marysville and the Indian 
Reserve, Gloria says there is an 
increasing number of Sophias- 
burgh residents using the library 
now. Unlike many townships in 
Prince Edward County, Sophias- 
burgh does not have its own 
library, although a small one did 
operate out of a private home in 


Northport a number of years 
ago. Because of the lack of 2 


township library. the provincial 

government grant received 

annually by Sophiasburgh 
Township Council is turned over 
to the Picton Library. The 
amount of the grant received by 
the township is determined ona 
per capita basis with an 
additional $900 donated by the 

township from the taxpayers. 

The combination grant and 

donation allows the Picton 

Library to charge Sophiasburgh 

residents less for membership, 

from a possible high of $15.00 to 

only $7.50 for annual member- 

ship. 

Because the Deseroato 
Library is handy for many 
Sophiasburgh residents and 
there is an indication that large 
numbers of them are using the 
facilities, the Deseronto librarian 
says she forwarded a letter to 
Sophiasburgh Council request- 
ing possible financial assistance. 
The letter, addressed last year, 
‘didn’t even get a reply,’ says 
Gloria, who is a Sophiasburgh 
resident herself. 


Sophiasburgh Reeve, George 
Foster recalls the letter and said 
the township declined because 
it was felt, ‘we should stay 
together as a county.” 


Sophiasburgh Township clerk, 
Gordon Way says the possibility 
of a library was discussed at one 
time but it was dropped because 
the cost would be too high for 
book purchases and operating 
costs. 

Assistant librarian at Picton 
Library, Paula Scott, says one of 
the main drawing cards of any 
library is the availability of books 
which are becoming increas- 
ingly expensive and which the 
average person simply cannot 
afford to purchase. 

An average of $30.00 for an 
attractive henb-cover book is a 
far cry from 1897 when 
Deseronto library purchased 175 
books for only $139.00.

Bulletins received this week 
from various naturalists’ clubs in 
the province remind us that 
winter has arrived, if not by the 
calendar, certainly by the 
number of winter birds in the 
area. Most bird feeder watchers 
report good patronage at their 
feeding stations, many of which 
have been in operation for some 
months. 


By far 
species this fall has been the pine 
siskin. These slender, striped 
sparrows of the far north sound 


the most plentiful 


and behave much like 
goldfinches and flocks of them 
are turning up everywhere. 


Many people are surprised to 
learn that goldfinches are 
around during the winter 
months. Actually as weed seed 


eaters they are really very hardy 
and quite capable of gleaning a 
living from the meadows. At this 
time of the year, of course, the 
males have thrown off their 
gaudy dress and assumed the 
more sombre tones of the 
females. Watch for them at your 
feeders this winter.

While it is still somewhat early 
to predict what kind of a winter it 
will be, birdwise, early 
indications point to a very 
interesting winter. Any feeders 
currently in operation will pick 
up in tempo with the first 
marked snowfall of the season. 


Two species whose appear- 
ance we can depend on though 
are the snow bunting and the 
tree sparrow. Tree sparrow is 
acutally a misnomer for few 
birds have less interest in trees. — 
Weedy fields and bushy : 
hedgerows are included in its 
favorite haunts. Even in summer 
it migrates north of the Canadian 
woodlands to nest in the boggy 
meadows of the Hudsonian ' 
regions. 


Nothing is more cheerful than 
a flock of tree sparrows feeding 
excietedly in a fresh, snow- 
covered field. Swaying back and 
forth atop the protruding weed 
stalks their icy tinking ona frosty 
morning is pleasant to the ear. 


Rare is the person who does 
not have a least a few tree 
sparrows at their feeder in the 
winter. They are generally the 
first to arrive in the morning and 
among the last to leave the 
feeder at night. 


Snow buntings are somewhat 
more wild and carefree. It is a 
desperate snow bunting who 
chooses to resort to a bird 
feeder, preferring the snow 
driven roadside ditches and 
meadows to the hospitality of a 
well stocked feeder.

America? Believe it or not, 
baseball, football and hockey 
combined don’t draw as many 
fans as — harness racing! 


What's one 


Harness racing is not just a 
spring-summer-fall activity in 
Canada. It continues right 
through the winter months at 
many tracks across the country. 


For those who. haven't 
considered it, where else could 
you go for an evening's 
entertainment alone, with a date 
or the whole family for only a 
couple of dollars admission per 
person? 


Many racetracks offer a dining 
room aswell asa licensed lounge 
and snack bar. Protected from 
the elements and cosy inside, 
you can watch the races through 
glass and (at most tracks) on TV 
monitors. 


Rugged types can wrap up and 
sit right outside, and then dash 
inside for a warmup after each 
race, which lasts only alittle over 
two minutes. 


You'll probably want to do a 
bit of each. There’s a stimulating 
close-to-the-action feeling right 
up at the fence, with a good view 
of the horses and all the sounds 
of the track. 


The drivers will be well 
wrapped themselves. They wear 
a sort of snowmobile suit in their 
own colors, snowmobile boots 
and masks with ear and neck 
protectors. Cold hands are a 
problem not entirely solved by 
down-lined ski gloves, and so 
the drivers may have someone 
else parade their horses before 
the race. 


The horses wear the same 
saddle cloths year round — the 
exercise keeps them warm (a 
cross country skier will 
understand) — but their 
footgear changes slightly. 
Winter shoes are equipped with 
boron calkins or ‘calks’ for grip 
on hard slippery surfaces 


Weather conditions may be 
bad, but cancellations are 
surprisingly rare. Freezing rain 
or cold may occasionally have 
stopped the races but more 
likely than not a power 
breakdown has been the cause 


For the unitiated, a bit of 


background.. 


The sulky or race bike is a 
streamlined item of aircraft 
aluminum, usually commercially 
manufactured. The rubber tires 
go on spoked wheels, and are 
required to have clear or 
coloured plastic discs over the 
spokes during races. 


You'll notice that in some 
races the horses have loops on 
the legs of one side connected 
with a strap. These loops or 
hopples (pronounced ‘hobbles’) 
control the stride pattern so that 
the left legs move together and 
the right legs move together. 
These are the pacers. They 
usually filll eight to nine of a 
standard 10-race program 


In contrast, the trotters have a 
diagonal gait, the left hind leg 
moving with the right front 
Trotters require more breeding, 
mofe training and are 
consequently more expensive 


As with most things, the more 
you know the more interesting it 
becomes. Michel Corbeil had 
never been to the races when he 
got a free pass with a stereo he 
bought. He went, then went 
back occasionally, and then 
more often. ‘I'd come home 
with more money than I'd Jeft 
with,” 


After a while, considering that 
the horses were making more 
money than he was, he went ut 
and bought some horses. One 
thing led to another and 
eventually he became general 
manager of the racetrack at 
Jonquiére, Québec, and now is 
director of publicity for the 
Canadian Trotting Association. 


Again and again this aspect of 
the sport turns up — how 
accessible and involving it is. 
According to Margaret Neal, 
historian for the Canadian 
Trotting Association, one man 
who got into standardbred 
(harness) racing said that right 
from the start he felt that he 
‘belonged’. ‘In fact,’ she said, ‘it 
often becomes a family affair.’ 


Being open to all has 
characterized harness racing in 
Canada since the beginning. In 
the Old World, a good horse was 
a luxury, in Canada, a necessity 
because of the distances. 


A fast horse became a matter 
of pride, and people would 
challenge each other to a 
friendly race on the way home 
from school or town or church. 
Farmers had more leisure time in 
winter and would get together 
for the entertainment of it all 
and race on Sundays. (As early as 
1708 a Québec City ordinance 
stated people were not to trot or 
gallop their horses within 10 
arpents (that would be about 
three-fifths of a kilometer, or a 
little over one-third of a mile) of 
leaving church, racing having 
apparently become a little too 
popular.

TELL THEM 
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Many people now in the 
business remember watching 
ice-racing in their childhood 
Although the Depression and 
World War Il pretty nearly 
finished it, ice racing hangs on 
on the North River in Charlotte- 
town, Prince Edward Island, 
when conditions permit — most 
years through January and 
February. 


It was picked up again in 
Ottawa in 1979, with the first 
Canadian Club Classic ice race 
on the Rideau Canal. That year it 
was one event out of many 
during Winterlude, the capital’s 
10-day winter carnival. In 1981 
over 50,000 people watched the 
third Canadian Club Classic, 
many from out of the country. 
Nine of North America’s best 
drivers competed for the 
Canadian Club Cup. 


Regular winter harness racing 
takes place on standard tracks, 
cleared of snow. It is probably 
strongest in Ontario, with 12 
year-round ‘harness racing 
tracks, but it is also strong in 
Québec and-the Maritimes and 
growing fast in British Columbia 
and Alberta. The Manitoba 
Association is hoping to prepare 
facilities for winter harness 
racing this year. 


Although harness racing 
maintains a low profile, 
compared to hockey or football, 
it is still the most popular 
spectator sport in Canada. And 
interest is not confined to 
watching. Take a good look 
around this area — you'll be 
amazed now many people have 
a horse or two — and race it!
